Uear Brother S. \\\ \lu hards — It is 
with great pleasure that I now write to 
inform you that I have ju r returned to 
this town, after escorting a company of 
Saints under the presidency of Elder 
William Taylor, on board the splendid 
ship Mttrnh/ie/*/, bound for New Orleans, 
ill in irood health and *pirii*. rejoicing 
tliat the time had eonte that they could 
leave the shores of Ilah\ Ion for tlieir home 
in the West. 

I arrived in Liverpool, from the Isle of 
Jersev, in the French Mission, cm the 17th 
of March, with a company of Saints on 
their way to the Valleys of the mountains, I 
all enjoying a good degree of health and 
spirits. We left Elder James Hart in 
London, with some few Saints from Jer- 
sey, who followed, and went with the 
Saints on board the Strum nints, it being 
more convenient for his family to go in 
company with their relatiw- from London. 

Our oompanv numbered some forty- 
three bf.side those with Klder Hart. 
\Vhen we arrived in Liverpool, we found 
tliat the ship in which the Saints with me 
were to sail, was not fully determined 
upon, which somewhat disappointed them 
for a moment, I'mt when they became 
acquainted with your zeal and untiring 
exertions in behalf of the Saints, they 
felt satisfied that all was well, and con- 
soled themselves with this saying — all 
tilings will work together for good to 
them tliat low l iod. and are railed accord- 
ing to His purpose.

From the best accounts I have of the 
ships that have been employed in shipping 
the Saints this season, the KsreMmfwM 
not inferior to the best, a- to eleanliness 
and convenience; and with regard to her 
ofhcer% 1 say, with great pleasure, that 
the short acquaintance 1 had with them 
was verv satisfactory. Captain Torrey 
appears to be a man well adapted for the 
situation he holds, as also the first 
mate, and I believe that they will do all 
in their pow er to make the Saints com- 
fortable.

The ship weighed anchor about nine 
o'clock this morning, and was towed 
hv the ^tearn tug into the open sea* whi n 
brother James Marsden and myself took 
leave of the Saints and returned with 
the steamer, leaving them rejoicing in 
I songs, and full of gladness that they were 
bidding farewell to the shores of Baby- 
lon. My heart is filled with joy to see the 
prophecies fulfilling, and the sous and 
' daughters of Ierael gathering home to 
Zion. ' i
